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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Russell, the applicant argues "the office 
action appears to be taking the position that Russell teaches that adjusting porosity allows to the fins to achieve the desired cooling effect". 
This is incorrect. Such a conclusory statement about Russell was not made. But instead Russell teaches a porosity for a fin of about 30% 
in the case when air is the cooling fluid. Russell also teaches other known cooling fins, such as ones that function with a cooling liquid. The 
porosity of these fins would be selected with limited porosity so as to restrain the liquid while allowing vaporized gases to pass through. 
Russell goes on and suggest fins of different materials. Clearly, different materials would have different porosities. The applicant further 
notes that Russell teaches selecting cooling fluid and not the porosity. The applicant appears to also be silent about Cole. In fact, it is Cole 
who teaches adjusing the porosity and permeability of cooling fins depending on the desired rate of heat removal, fluid pressure in the 
channel, structure of the fin, liquid volatility, etc. Cole clearly teaches adjusting the porosity and permeability based on the amount of heat to 
be removed, amongst other variables. Therefore, it would have been obvious to optimize the selection of fin materila and porosity of the fin 
in the method Russell depending on the amount of heat to be removed, especially since Russell has already acknowledged there are 
various fin materials, cooling fluids and fin structures. 
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
